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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Woods in view of Knoop (6,612,075). Woods discloses the use of a pipe 

connector system having a pipe connector (1 ) for attachment relative to a channel (3), 

the connector having a first portion with an upstanding wall (12) and a floor from which 

the wall extends, a first tubular extension (6) projecting from the floor and having flow 

passage extending there through and the system further having a transverse wall (2) 

extending across the channel and downstream of the connector and extending upwardly 

in the channel from the upstanding wall; wherein tubular extension has a circular 

transverse cross sectional shape, see figure 1; and the extension terminates in a 

merging section (4) and a second tubular extension extends (7) from the merging 

section; further including low flow passages (9) on sides of the upstanding wall and 

between a lower edge of the transverse wall and a base (37) of the channel; wherein 

the tubular extension has a length of about 2 inches. Woods shows the use of all the 

claimed invention but fails to show the use of a canal. Knoop teaches the use of a 

canal (20). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
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invention to modify the connector with a canal as taught by Knoop, in order to drain the 
water down properly. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 and 7-9 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In response to applicant's argument that "Woods is not configured to drain water 
from the roof, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. The applicant attention is 
drawn to the claim language, as it does not recite draining water from the roof. 
Therefore, the examiner is of the opinion that Woods does teach the use of draining 
water from the floor as claimed in the invention. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 
576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 
459 (CCPA 1963).
